Idea of. Building Their Sewers in 
Harmony With the State Depart- 
ment of Health Rules. 


SCOTTDALB, May 21.—Under i.ho 


direction ol Its engineer, j. .y. Hogg, 
of-Connftllsville, 
this 
borough 
has 


commenced the second sewer system 
to be built here ir. accordance with 
the rggululions o( the Stale Depart- 
mont ot Hcull.li, and the permit si veil 
Lo municipalities to extend their sew- 
er systems as Issued by Dr. Samuel 
G. Dlxon, the State Commissioner of 
Health. 


Scottdale was practically the first 


town tn Western Pennsylvania to be- 
gin this>,-ork; when"three yoars ago 
they took active t»!.eps in the construc- 
tion of tho Anderson Run sewers, that 
the people -of. tho Pim; Tree section 
had long and'vainly Importuned Coun- 
cil to take up. 


At that time Mr. Hogg and the bor- 


ough officials made a complete report 
on the 300 acrus ol' ground that would 
UL- drained by such a system as t'or 
the large and 
growing 
population 


was believed necessary Lo accomni 
of that territory. • . The map and 
re- 


port'that Mr. Hogg sent in was a very 
complete one and won Lhe commenda- 
tion- ot the State authorities who were 
impressed with 
its 
accurate work- 


manship and good- Ideas, which wei- 
afterward confirmed by a three days' 
visit to Scottdnle by one of Lhe engi- 
neers of the deuarLn'ipnt. 


The permit that was afterward is- 


sued and which was filed as provided 
for by law in the olHce ot the Recorder 
of Deeds of Westmoreland county was 
the first one of its kind, iL Is said, Lo 
be filed in the county. 


The work was begun in Scottdale 


this week on the Vine street sewer 
system, planned by Engineer Hogg, as 
an extension to the Anderson Run 
system and approved by the State De- 
partment. 
This, will extend up Vine 


street a distance of 1,115 feet and will 
drain that section abutting on Summit 
alley, Poplar

street,

street. 


There will be a main sewer laid up 
Vine street as Indicated, and branches 
up Summit alley'for a distance of 000 
teet and on Poplar alley a distance of 
335 feet. The main will be 12 inches 
in size, while the branches will be S 
nches, except on Summit street, wlrtch 
will be. 10 inches to Grove street and 
S inches the balance of the way. Be- 
sides .this there will be about three 
lots- drained from O'Neil alley oppo- 
site the- Pittsburg street school build- 
ing.
